The Prince of Wales presided at the annual dinner 
of the Rifle Brigade (The Prince Consort's Own) at 
Willis's Rooms last Monday night, in the absence of 
the Duke of Connaught, the Colonel-in-Chief of the 
Regiment. The Prince and Princess of Wales were 
present at a dance given later by Lord and Lady 
Alfred Paget at their residence in Queen Anne- 
street. 

The Prince of Wales having placed his steam- 
yacht at the disposal of the Duchess of Connaught, 
who bag been recommended a sea cruise for the 
benefit of her health, the Duke of Connaught and 
her Rcyal Highness arrived at Portsmouth on Mon- 
day from London, and left for the Channel Islands in 
the Osborne. 


The Prince of Wales went to the House of Lords 
on Monday afternoon and acted as a supporter”? of 
Prince Leopold, Duke of Albany, on the occasion of 
the introduction of his Royal Highness into the 
House. The Duke of Cambridge was the other 
“ supporter.” Tne Princess of Wales and her 
daughters, and Princess Louise, viewed the clumsy 
ceremony from the gallery. The Earl of Galloway 
afterwards raised the guestion of Army reorganisa- 
tion; and in the debate thus arising the Earl of 
Morley, Viseount Bury, the Duke of Cambridge, 
Lord Airey, the Marguis of Salisbury, Earl Gran- 
ville, and other peers took part. 

In the House of Commons on Monday the Prime 
Minister; in answer to a question from Mr. Stanhope, 
said that, having in view the extraordinary public 
incentives to outrage and assassination appeariug in 
Fenian organs in New York, the Cabinet had felt it 
their duty to bring the matter under the notice of 
the Government of the United States. The greater 
part of the sitting was devoted to the consideration 
of the Irish Land Bill in Committee. 

Miss Parnell, speaking in the county Carlow on 
Sunday, denounced the alteration in the Land Bill 
made by Mr. Gladstone on Friday week, aud said 
that giving the landlord power to apply to the Land 
Court to fix his rent would be tautamount to in- 
creasing the rents all over Ireland. The Limerick 
Land League on Saturday passed a resolution 
declaring that this concession had made the Land 
Bill worthless to the Irish people. 

The Postmaster - Generals proposals to the 
Treasury for removing the grievances of the tele- 
graph and-sorting clerks are published, together 
with their Lordships? reply assenting thereto. In 
the latter it is remarked that the effect of the 
changes will be to increase the cost of the postal 
and telegraph service at once by £67,000, and 
prospectively by £152,000 per year. Their Lordships 
cannot shut their eyes to the means by which the 
claims for this improvement in the terms of service 
have been urged upon the Government by a part of 
the officers interested.” They are not prepared to 
acquiesce in any organised agitation which openly 
seeks to bring its extensive voting power to bear on 
the House of Commons agamst the Executive 
Government responsible for conducting in detail the 
administration of the country, and they reserve to 
themselves the power of directing that the execution 
of the new scheme be suspended in any post-oflice 
the members of which are henceforth known to Le 
taking part in extra-oflicial agitation. Bosh! 


Captain Tryon, of H.M.S. Monarch, telegraphed 
from Goletta, the port;of Tunis, that on Friday week 
an explosion of 2} Ib. of gun-cotton occurred in the 
steam-pinnace of that vessel, killing Lieutenant 
Baker and injuring seven other men, one of whom 
has since died. 

The Reserve Squadron anchored off Heligoland at 
ten a.m. on June 17. Admiral the Duke of Edin- 
burgh inspected the coastguard station, and the 
squadvon proceeded on the way to Copenhagen in 
the afternoon. 

The ** revised memorandum, showing the principal 
changes in army organisation, &c., intended to take 
effect from July 1, 1881,” is issued. The changes 
which have been made since Mr. Childers first 
explained the new scheme are indicated in small 
These modifications chiefly relate to the pay, 
promotion, and retirement of officers, and are not 
extensive.

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Kashgar, and that a conflict with the Chinese troops 
cannot long be averted. 

A telegram from Elmina, of May 30, states that 
the Ashantee Ambassadors had had a final interview 
with the Governor, Sir Samuel Rowe, and were 
informed by him that the British Government would 
not agree to any treaty with the King so long as he 
permitted the practice of human sacrifice to continue. 
The Ambassadors promised to convey this message 
to the King, and gave bonds for the payment of the 
balance of the indemnity, of which 1400 ounces of 
gold had already been paid. 


Marseilles was on Friday night, June 17, the scene 
of a disturbance on the return of troops from Tunis. 
Some hissing was heard, and the mob concluded that 
it came from the balcony of the Italian Club. An 
attack on the club was only averted by the police; 
and to appease the wrath of the crowd the Municipal 
Councillors ascended the balcony and tore down the 
signboard of the club, which has since been closed. 
The president of the club and the Italian Consul 
have protested against what took place, and the 
Mayor on Saturday issued a proclamation stating 
that every measure has been taken to give 
satisfaction to public opinion.” The Club was 
deprived of its license and closed. But the 
passions of the populace were not appeased. From 
the further accounts which have reached us from 
Marseilles it appears that the subsequent disturb- 
ances on Sunday night were of a very serious 
character. In several instances the Italians used 
their knives, and even, it is said, fired their revolvers, 
and were then set upon by the crowd and severely 
injured. By Monday, afternoon five deaths had 
occurred, two other persons were in a dying state, 
and seventeen more or less seriously wounded were 
in the hospital. 


The German Emperor has given Prince Bismarck 
leave of absence to recruit his health, and has 
appointed Herr von Puttkamer and Herr von Gossler 
to the Ministries of the Interior and Public Worship 
respectively. 

M. Gambetta, who presided at a banguet at St. 
Maudé last Sunday night, mentioned that the 
elections would probably take place about Sept. 25. 
His speech was of no political importance; but he 
declared that he would never desert Belleville. 

A destructive fire occurred on Monday afternoon in 
the Victoria Docks, and sheds containing 4000 bales 
of jute were wholly destroyed before the flames were 
subdued, after several hours’ work on the part of the 
Metropolitan and West Ham Fire Brigades. 


Some excitement was caused in Glasgow on Satur- 
day by a report that an explosive machine had been 
found under circumstances suggesting that it was 
designed to blow up the residence of Sheriff Lees. 
T'urther examination has induced the belief that it 
is one of Holmes's rocirets for signalling in the dark, 
and that it had been used in the rejoicings of some 
youths on the night of the last birthday of the 
Queen. The rocket contains three chambers, 
designed to explode successively, butin the one found 
two of these chambers were intact, and only one was

THE ESCAPE OF A RUSSIAN 
PRISONER FROM SIBERIA. 
M. DEBAGORIO MOKRIEVITCH, 


the Russian Socialist, has made public a personal 
narrative of his escape from Siberia. M. Mokrievitch 
is about thirty-three years old. Heisthe son of a 
country gentleman, and highly educated. In 1873 
he joined a secret political society, and for six years 
was ‚actively engaged in what he calls the revo- 
lutionary propaganda in Southern Russia. Although 
constantly tracked by the emissaries of the Third 
Section, it was not until 1879 that he fell into their 
hands, In January of that year he was at Kieff, 
conducting a secret printing office, which one day, 
during his absence, was entered by the police. Three 
of Mokrievitch’s companions, Brandtner, Ossinsky, 
and a third, who died without disclosing his name, 
drew their revolvers and made a vigorous resistance, 
but were finally captured, and Mokrievitch was 
taken the next day. All four were tried by court- 
martial. Brandtner, Ossinsky, and the unknown 
were hanged, and Mokrievitch was 


SENTENCED TO FOURTEEN YEARS’ 
PENAL SERVITUDE 

in Siberia. In June following, he and some other 
State convicts were sent to the central gaol of 
Mtzensk, whence early in July they set out on their 
long journey for Oust Kara, where they had to 
undergo their sentences. They travelled part of the 
way vià Nijni Novgorod, by railway, steam-boat, 
and on liorseback. ‘The remainder of the journey, 


1450 MILES, HAD TO BE DONE ON FOOT 
AND IN CHAINS. 


They marched at the rate of about fifteen miles a 
day, the nights being passed in so called etapes, small 
houses swarming with vermin and unspeakably filthy, 
where all classes of prisoners, of both sexes, were 
compelled to sleep huddled together on bare boards. 
Between Krasnoyarsk and Irkoutsk M. Mokrievitch 
and two of his companions, Isbitzkey and Orloff, 


CHANGED NAMES AND DRESSES 
with three ordinary convicts who were under sen- 
tence of perpetual exile. This, M. Mokrievitch 
says, isa very common expedient, and can be effected 
at a cost of a few roubles. His destination was now 
that of the peasant whose name he had taken, a 
settlement in the province of Irkoutsk. Izbitzkey 
and Orloff got away before reaching Irkoutsk, pro- 
bably by the connivance of the guard. Orlott was 
soon recaptured. Izbitzkey has never been heard of 
since, and is supposed to have perished of hunger, 
or been devoured by wolves in the trackless forests 
of Eastern Siberia. On Nov. 13, 1879, a few days 
after leaving Irkoutsk for Balaganask—his final des- 
tination—M. Mokrievitch also 


GAVE HIS ESCORT THE SLIP. 


As soon as bis flight was discovered a number of 
Bouryats, half savage Mongol horsemen, as keen as 
sleuth hounds, and as cunning as Red Indians, were 
sent after him, but he succeeded in evading their 
pursuit and reaching Irkoutsk. To avoid recapture, 
which, had he gone west would have been almost 
certain, he made off towards the Chinese frontier, 
and after a-walk of 700 miles in the depth of a 
Siberian winter he doubled back in the direction of 
European Russia, which he reached after a journey of 
4000 miles, performed mostly on foot. He underwent 
terrible hardships, and met with many adventures. 
Without the frequent aid and generous hospitality of 
the country people, who are noted for their kindness 
‚to fugitive convicts, he could not possibly have 
‘made good his escape, and lest he should expose 
those who helped him + torrthe vengeance of 
the Russian Government, he does not desire to 
make publicly known the exact direction which he 
took. M. Mokrieviteh's journey across. Russia, 
though not unattended with difficulty and risk, was 
child’s play compared with his walk through Siberia. 
Furnished by his.friends with false papers, he suc- 
ceeded in getting safely out of the country, and a 
few days ago - , 


REACHED SWITZERLAND, 


‘where he feels free to breathe and call himself by his 
right name. Except Wiotrowsky in the last century, 
M..Debagoria Mokrievitch is the only State prisoner 
condemned to hard labour ‚that ever escaped from 
Siberia. Lapatia, who escaped from Irkoutsk, was 
an unconvicted exile ; and Bakounine, an involuntary 
settler on the Amoor, was taken away by an American 
merchant-ship.

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THE LATE SIR JOSIAH MASON. 


ENGLAND would be a far happier country than she 
is were not only our Merchant Princes, but our 
Aristocratic Plutocrats to seek to do as much out 
of their bounty for the welfare of their moneyless 
fellow-countrymen as did the Nature's Nobleman 
whom we have the honour to portray. 


THE OPEN-HANDED ENGLISHMAN, 
who died at Norwood House, Erdington, Birming- 
hamon Thursday week, aged eighty-six, knew acutely 
what Poverty was when he began life. But, unlike 
the majority of those who have risen from the 
poorest class to be among our wealthiest men, Josiah 
Mason honourably distinguished himself by nobly 
devoting the greater portion of his riches to the 
establishment of institutions of the greatest public 
utility. Well may Birmingham have resolved to pay 
manly homage to the most generous of its citizens ! 


SIR JOSIAH MASON, 
who was of humble parentage, was born at Kidder- 
minster on Feb. 23, 1795, and 


BEGAN LIFE AS A STREET HAWKER 


of cakes, fruits, and vegetebles. After trying his 
hand in his native town at shoemaking, baking, car- 
pentering, blacksmith's work, house-painting, and 
carpet-weaving, he migrated, in 1814, to Birming- 


ham, where an uncle was then residing. Here he | 
soon found empioyment in the gilt toy trade, at | 
which he continued to work till 1822, when, through | 


his connection with Mr. Heeley, a steel-toy maker, 
he was induced to take up the manufacture of split- 
rings. In 1824 he set up on his own account as a 
manufacturer of split-rings by machinery, to which 
he subsequently added the manufacturing of steel 
pens. Mason divides with Gillott and Mitchell the 
credit of 

PERFECTING TIIE MODERN STEEL PEN, 
the history of which practically dates from the dis- 
covery of the art of splitting by machinery. Although 
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less known to the public than the other makers 
named, owing to the circumstance of his pens being 
supplied through Messrs. Perry, of London, Sir 
Josiah Mason was really the largest producer of 
steel pens. In 1874, when the business was con- 
verted into a limited company, he had over a 
thousand workpeople, using over three tons of rolled 
steel weekly. Besides his steel pen trade, Sir Josiah 
Mason carried on for many years the business of 
electro-plating, copper-smelting, and indiarubber 
ring making in conjunction with the late George 
| Richard Elkington, of the firm of Elkington and 
Mason. Sir Josiah Mason was almost entirely self- 
| educated, having taught himself to write when a 
| shoemaker’s apprentice. It was his sense of the 
| value of education which led him in 1860 to establish 
his 
| GREAT ORPHANAGE AT ERDINGTON, 
' where 300 girls, 150 boys, and 50 very young 
children are gratuitously lodged, clothed, fed, and 
| educated. Upon this foundation Sir Josiah Mason 
| expended altogether about £300,000, of which the 
building alone absorbed £60,000. For this munifi- 
cent benefaction Sir Josiah Mason received, in 
November, 1872, the honour of knighthood. He

The funeral of Lieutenant Baker took place 
last Saturday, the service being held on board the 
Monarch. The commanders of all the vessels 
stationed at Goletta were present at the ceremony, 
together with some members of their respective 
staffs, and contingents from various crews. The 
body was subsequently taken ashore, and interred 
in the Roman Catholic Cemetery at Goletta. The 
Bey sent aj military band and a detachment of 
troops, who fired a final salute over the grave.

The vessel was com- 
missioned at Portsmouth, Feb. 7, 1876. 
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THE PRINCE OF WALES AS A 
COLONEL. 


If the military experience of the Heir Apparent 
would not absolutely gnalify him to lead an Army 
into the field, or inspire English soldiers with suf- 
ficient confidence to follow him as a Marshal, it will 
not be disputed that the Prince of Wales fills very 
wellthe uniform of a Colonel in the Royal Horse 
Guards. 

The Prince and Princess of Wales, accompanied 
by the Duke of Cambridge, drove last Saturday to 
the Spital Cavalry Barracks, Windsor, where they 
Junched with the officers of the regiment and 
witnessed a cricket-match between the I Zingari 
Club and the Windsor Garrison. On Sunday morn- 


ing the Prince and Princess attended the church 
parade of the Royal Horse Guards at Windsor. The 
Prince of Wales, who wore the undress uniform of the 
Koyal Horse Guards, arrived at the barracks from St. 
Leonard's-hill shortly after eleven o’clock, and was 
received by Colonel Burnaby and Colonel Milne 
Home, M.P. The Prince of Wales, after a Royal 
salute, inspected the corps, as Colonel-in-Chief of 
the Household Cavalry ; and then, taking his place 
‘at the head of the regiment, with Colonel Burnaby 
and Colonel Milne Home, M.P., marched on foot, 
‚preceded by the band, along the Spital road, which 
was lined with spectators, to Holy Trinity Church. 
'Here the Prince of Wales was met by Mr. Gladstone, 
‘who had been visiting the Hon. and Very Rev. 
Gerald Wellesley, Dean of Windsor, and Mrs. 
Wellesley, at the Deanery in the Castle. His Royal 
Highness conversed with the Premier for some few 
minutes, while the various sguadrons of the regiment 
were filing into the church, and then took his seat in 
the pew allotted to the officers of the garrison. 

Upon auitting church, the Princess of Wales, the 
Duke of Cambridge, and Princesses Louise and Maud 
of Wales drove, with the rest of the company, to the 
Spital Cavalry Barracks, receiving enroute an ovation 
from the spectators. Mr. Gladstone likewise pro- 
ceeded to the quarters of the Royal Horse Guards, 
the Princess of Wales and her daughters, the Duke 
of Cambridge, and the Premier awaiting near the 
the barracks the return of the Prince of Wales. 
Only a few minutes elapsed ere the music of the 
band and the cheers of the people outside heralded 
the approach of the regiment, which, with the Prince 
of Wales at its head, marched into the square and 
formed in parade order facing the lawn. Here his 
Royal Highness was joined by the Princessof Wales, 
‘Princesses Louise, Victoria, and Maud, the Duke of 
Cambridge, the Right Hor. W. E. Gladstone, 1 arl 
‘Spencer, the Earl of Fife, and the Countess of Lons- 
dale, who had assembled to witness an interesting 
presentation of silver medals for long service 
and good conduct to several members of this 
corps, the public being admitted to the barracks, 
‘and allowed to witness the ceremonial. These 
were Troop-Corporal-Major Henry Reid, who had 
eighteen years eight months’ service; Corporal 
Alfred Robert Stuart, eighteen years seven 
months’; Private James Smart, eighteen years nine 
months“; and Private John Bristowe, with eighteen 
years six months’. The troopers selected for this 
distinction at the hands of the Heir Apparent were 
called out by Colonel Burnaby, the Prince of Wales 
pinning the mauve ribbon attached to the medal to 
the breast of each soldier, and supplementing the 
ceremony With some words of encouragement. The 
decoration was' completed by a quarter past one, the 
band at the close playing a lively air while the 
troopers filed off and marched to their quarters.

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THE LIVERPOOL FENIANS. 


Tun two men M'Grath and M'Kevitt were brought 
up at Liverpool last Saturday on the charge of 
causing the incendiary explosion near the Town- 
hall. Some new and interesting facts appear in the 
evidence of the police officers who apprehended 
the prisoners or saw them just afterwards. Both 
the prisoners fully admitted that they had been 
“caught in the act.” M'Kevitt said that he threw 
away the revolver with which he could have shot 
the constible Casey because he did not want to 
have the guilt of murder on his soul. The same 
prisoner told the officers that the explosive material 
used was dynamite, and added that he “had been a 
fool to be persuaded into this by other people.’ 
The prisoner M‘Grath told Mr. Superintendent 
Williams that he had contrived the plot, and 
supposed he must suffer for it. The prisoners were 
committed to the assizes on three separate charges, 
and M‘Grath was also committed on the charge of 
attempting to blow up the: Liverpool police barrack 
on May 9. 


MR. BRADLAUGH'S PENALTIES. 


My. Bradlaugh’s demurrer to Mr. Clarke's. suit to 
recover penalties for voting in Parliament without 
taking the Oath was on Monday and ‘Tuesday before 
the Queen’s Bench Division, í 

Mr. Justice Denman said he was of opinion that 
the demurrer must be overruled. The statement of 
claim, as altered by the consent of the parties by 


the Court, stated that on July 2, and before the 
issuing of the writ, which was issued on the same 
day, the defendant sat and voted, and stated what 
they must assume to be the cause of action for a 
penalty. To that the defendant demurred, as being 
bad in law, on the ground that it disclosed no cause 
of action. After listening to the arguments that 
had been addressed to the Court in this case, and 
after having carefully examined and considered the 
cases that had been quoted, he was of opinion that 
the demurrer must be overruled. 

Mr. Justice Williams said he was of the same 
opinion. The statement of claim disclosed a good 
cause of action. 

Judgment was given for the Plaintiff. 

Mr. Bradlaugh gave notice of appeal, but the case, 
however, was ordered to be restored to its position 
in the list for trial, for which a day would be fixed.

The New York papers of Tuesday state that two 
claimants to the Tichborne estates have recently 
appeared, one at Winnipeg (Manitoba), and the 
other at San Francisco, both pretending to be Sir 
Roger Tichborne. The account adds that the San 
Francisco claimant was subjected to a rigid exam- 
ination by an eminent lawyer, who declares him to 
be either the real Roger Tichborne or a most adroit 
swindler. The Duke of Sutherland and Dr. Russell 
also had an interview with him during their stay in 
San Francisco. 


THE MYSTERIOUS 
DISAPPEARANCE OF A GIRL 
FROM WEST HAM, 


Various communications have been sent to the 
parents of the child who recently disappeared from 
West Ham that a girl about fourteen years ot age, with 
a scar on her right cheek, and in every respect answer- 
ing to the description of the missing girl, had been 
seen among a number of other young girls in one of 
the worst slums of Saffron-hill. The father conse- 
quently on Friday and Saturday, iast week, paid 
several visits, accompanied by the police, to houses 
in the neighbourhood inhabited by the Italian organ- 
grinders. Several young English girls were found 
living with these men, but not thegirl who was being 
sought for. Our readers will remember that a por- 
trait of Mary Seward appeared in this Journal last 
week; and it is a coincidence worth mentioning, as 
a hint to the Central Criminal Department, that we 
chanced to be in the neighbourhood of Satfron-hill 
last Saturday evening, and saw a girl pass us the 
image of the portrait published of Mary Seward. 


A “MYSTERY” EXPLAINED. 


What has been termed the Oldham mystery has 
been cleared up. A woman named Kershaw, the 
wife of an engineer, who. disappeared suddenly at 
the beginning of 1869, and who it was supposed had 
been murdered, has been found alive. She was 
admitted into the Halifax Workhouse on Feb, 13, 
1869, and remained in the lunacy wards up to the 
time of her removal to the South Yorkshire Asylum 
on the 4th inst. 


HERR MOST’S CONVICTION, 


The Court of Criminal Appeal decided last Satur- 
day that Herr Most, of the Zreiheit, had been legally 
convicted. On the application of counsel for the 
prisoner, sentenced was postponed until the 29th inst.

Was successfully effected on Wednesday week from 
Chatham Dockyard, Mrs. Trevelyan, wife of Mr. 


G. O. Trevelyan, M.P., energetic Secretary to the 
Admiralty, gracefully christening the huge monster. 


THE POLYPHEMUS 
measures 240 ft. in length, with an extreme breadth 
of 40 ft. Her draught of water is 19 ft. 6 in. for- 
Ward, and 20 ft. Gin. aft. Her displacement is 2640 
tons, and her engines are to work up to 5500indicated 
lorse- power, designed to give her a speed of between 
Sixteen and seventeen knots per hour. 


BUILT OF STEEL, 


the vessel carries steel armour of the most approved 
description, that which covers the portion above the 
water-line being composed of Whitworth com- 
Pressed steel, three inches thick. The shape of the

‘The accommodation for these is provided in the 
unarmoured portion of the ship ; but in action they 
would necessarily be occupied in the torpedo-room 
and elsewhere under cover of the armour. All the 
light below must necessarily be artificial, probably 
produced by electricity, and air will have to Le 
pumped in by steam power.

THE CENTAUR OF ASCOT. 

Winner of the Prince of Wales's Stakes on Iroguois, the 
crack jockey of the day gave even 
of his commanding ‘abili ; E in the ; 
of the Ascot Meeting. Owing to Peter's vicious temper, 
Gold Vase fell to Ambassadress on the Wednesday. Mark 
what the consummate skill of Archer did for Peter when 
the great horseman was “up”! Wednesday was memor- 
able for a renewal of Peter’s tricks, butmore than all for his 
being compelled to win almost against his will by the mas- 
r handling of Archer.. Now in the Manchester Cup 
Archer rode Valour and beat Peter ; in the Ascot Hunt Cup 
he rode Peter and beat Valour. The performance in which 
Peter indulged at the lower end of the stand inclosure when 
going down to the post was not encouraging to the backers 
of the favourite, for he was again at the head of the betting 
quotations. He tried his best to get rid of his rider, and at 
one moment seemed likely to succeed by standing on his 
hind legs and pawing the air, 

Archer, however, got him down to the post, whereupon 
he began his old tricks over again and caused a serious 
delay, kicking and jumping about like a wild cat. When 
at length the flag fell he got off with the rest, but after 
going a short distance he repented and checked himself, and 
then began to kick, just as he did in the race for the Vase, 
By a little kindness his jockey managed to set him going 
again, but he was at the tailof the field, and his chance 
looked as forlorn as that of Lord Clifden in the St. Leger, 
when he was left behind. Such a tremendous turn of speed, 
however, does the horse possess that, catching his opponents 
one at a time, he passed the Grand Stand in close attend- 
ance upon Sword Dance and Petronel, and won an exciting 
race by three fourths of a length, the result eliciting well- 
deserved applause for the horse as well as for his rider. 

But this, although a most creditable performance on the 
part of the crack jockey, was not to be compared to his 
masterly riding an hour later in the Twenty-Third Biennial, 
In this race Limestone opposite the Stand had got his whule 
field, including Scobell, Sir Charies, and Voluptuary, well 
beaten; but Archer, on the latter, set to work just as he 
did on Bend Or when Robert the Devil had him beaten in

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the Derby, and, gaining inch by inch, snatched the race out 
of the fire by a short head on the post, to the amazement of 
all beholders. 


FRED. ARCHER’S BRILLIANT CAREER. 

Fred. Archer is now in his twenty-fifth year, having been 
born on Jan. 11, 1857, at Prestbury, near Cheltenham, 
which has long been famous as the birthplace of many of 
the most celebrated steeplechase jockeys and trainers. It 
was the home, amongst others, of Tom Oliver, George 
Stevens, Charley Boyce, John Jones, the Holmans, and 
William Archer, father of Tred., who is the youngest but 
one of five, and a year or two older than his brother 
Charles, private trainer to the Earlof Ellesmere and the 
Hon. Mr. Egerton. William Archer, his father, was a 
successful cross-country rider, and amongst many other 
leading steeplechases won the Liverpool Grand National on 
Little Charley in 1858. 

Prestbury was always famous for its annual ‘ sports,” 
at which Fred. Archer carried all before him in the pony 
and donkey races, which attracted the“ cracks“ of both 
from all parts of England. He likewise distinguished him- 
self asa bold and finished rıder over the Gloucestershire 
stone walls with the Cotswold Hounds during Mr. Cregoe 
Colmore’s mastership; and at Mr. William Terriöre’s 
suggestion his father decided on sending Master Fred. into 
the racing stables. Father and son journeyed to New- 
market, and the former went straight to his old friend Mat 
Dawson, at Heath House, who was so favourably impressed 
with the youngster’s neat figure, natty uppearance, and 
honest, cheerful expression of countenance, that he was 
there and then articled as an apprentice for five years, in 
the course of which he had a narrow escape of being sent to 
America to ride for Mr. Belmont’s stable, 

The first winning mount Fred. Archer ever had was on 
the famous show ” and racing pony Maid of Kent, in a 
steeplechase at Bangor, near Wrexham, when Sir Watkin 
Wynn officiated as starter. Archer was only eleven years 
old at the time, and weighed 4st. 11lb, His first great 
winning race on the flat was the Cesarewitch of 1572, on 
Salvanos, after which all the best handicap riding poured 
in upon him, so rapid was his improvement and advance- 
ment. Two years atterwards he only just missed by a neck 
a second Cesarewitch coup on the Truth gelding, which, 
however, fell to his lot in 1876, when he steered Rosebery to 
vietory therein, but was deprived of the golden opportunity 
of dividing the honours with that horse in the duuble 
event—which has never been accomplished before nor 
since—owing to his services being required by his own 
stable in the Cambridgeshire, whereby his ‘great 
€ chum,” poor Constable, obtained the mount on 
Rosebery for the latter event, and, like Archer in the 
Cesarewitch, received £1000 as his winning fee, which 
is the largest sum he has ever been paid. He received 
the same sum from Mr. Lorillard for winning the 
Derby on Iroquois, and has had numerous presents from 
American admirers since that event, including one of £500 
from an unknown backer of Peter for the Hunt Cup, who 
won £5000 on that event? Butone of England's richest 
noblemen, the Duke of Westminster, for whom Archer won 
the Derby on Bend Or, only gave the great jockey £500. 

Archer was kept out of the saddle for a long time last 
season owing to his disabled right arm, through Muley 
Edris savaging him above the elbow. The contretemps, 
coupled with increasing weight, prevented his riding in so 
many handicaps as heretofore, and accounted for any fall- 
ing off in his winning score compared with his greatest 
years, which is altogether so unparalleled as to deserve 
repetition here :—
